H. F. 528, AN ACT Making Appropriations for the State Library.
Bs it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
Appropriation.  SxcrioN 1. That there is hereby appropriated for the State
Library out of any money in the Btate Treasury not otherwise
appropriated the following sums for the following purposes, to-
wit ¢
Ttems and Item first. For matting for the first floor and
amounts. first gallery, $ 450
Item second. For tin rollers for maps, $ 100
Item third. For Book elevators, ¢ 100
Item fourth. For five additional tables for the
rooms for the galleries, $ &0
Item fifth. Five hundred dollars annually, be-
ginning January 1st, 1888. To be expended by
the Board of Trustees of the Lib in re-
binding the old books as needed and for bind-
ing periodicals and pamphlets, $ 1,000
Total, $ 1,700
How drawn 8zc. 2. The money herein appropriated shall be drawn and
sadpald.  paid on the order of the trustees of said Library, at such times
as they may deem necessary.
Publication. Sxc. 8. is act being deemed of immediate importance

shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication
in the Iowa Btate Register and Des Moines Leader, newspapers
published in Des Moines, Iowa.
